He Has Suffered a Relapse from Which 
Re Can Hardly Recover. 


THE WORK IN THE HOUSE AHEAD 


Of the Record of the Last Two Pre- 
ceding Congresses. 


CRISP IS FULFILLING HIS PROMISE.

Washington, March 6. —(Special.)—The 
condition of Congressman Springer is 
worse tolay. There is a recurrence of 
the viruleut form of erysipelas which 
bad almost disappeared, and 
tonight the left side of his face is badly 
swollen and the eye nearly closed. Pert- 
ads of uiild delirium are also more fre 
quent and there ts today a slight tendency 
to stupor--na new phase in his condition, 
but one whieh his physicians dechire not 
to be purticnlarly alarming.

Erysipclas began on his left cheek, and 
exiended over and covers the entire 
fnce except the ferehead.

and sent to the senate are the military 
academy, and the Indian appropriation, 
and the District of Columbia, while the 
pension appropriation bill has been 
passed upen, and will be finally adopted 
tomorrow. Besides these three urgency 
deficiency appropriation bills have been 
passed.

ation bills have been reported, and will 
be pushed through very soon. In the fif- 
tieth and fifty-first congress not more 
than one appropriation bill had been 
passed at this time. 

In the tariff aud other important legis- 
lation this congress is even further ahead 
than all previous ones. The tariff bills 
have been reported and will be taken up 
for debate on Tuesday and before the 
end of this month certainly they, and 
perhaps several others, will have been 
pessed and sent to the senate. In the 
fifticth congress the debate on the Mills 
bill began on April 17th—over a month 
later than this congress. That bill passed 
on July 21st by a vote of 162 to 149. 
The debate on theMcKinley bill in the 
last congress did not begin till March 7th 
—just two months later than the debate 
begins on this bill, and it was passed 
through on May 2ist by a vote of 164 
wm 142, nd yet some able _ but 
very badly informed Georgia 
papers are publishing editorials calling 
upon this congress to act against it. At 
the present rate of progress Speaker 
Crisp will have the house ready 
to adjourn by the 1st of June, but, of 
course, the senate will delay adjourn- 
ment. Eflowever, the chances are that the 
4th of July will see all the congressmen 
at their homes. 

The World's Fair. 

A bill providing for additional appropria- 
tions for the world's fair will be introduced 
in the house tomorrow by Representative 
Dubarrow, chairman of the committee on 
the World’s Columbian Commission. Sec- 
tion one of the bill appropriates $5,000,000 
for the purpose of defraying the expenses 
and cost of completing, in a suitable man- 
ner,the work of preparation for inaugurating 
and holding the fair at Chicago. In order to 
provide for the expenditures, incident and 
necessary to discharge the duties imposed 
upon the World’s Columbian Commission, 
under the act, section four appropriates 
$1,050,000. Another clause will be added, 
appropriating half a million dollars, the 
amount required for the fiscal year 1893 for 
the purpose of collecting and preparing a 
governmeut exhibit for the fair.

WILL DISCUSS THE TARIFF. 


What will Be 


Done th Congress This 


Week. 
Washington, March 6.—Silver and the 
tariff are to be the leading features in the 
programme of congressional proceedings 


this week, The contest over the free silver | 


question will begin in thé heuse tomorrow, 
when the anti-silver democrats will oppose 
the adoption of the report of the rules com- 
mittee, making the Bland bill a special 
order for a specified period. The opponents 
of free coiuage on the democratic side have 
vigorously, but vainly, urged the repub- 
lignn minority to join them in opposing the 
consideration of the bill, and such pro- 
neunced anti-firve coinagé democrats as An- 
drews, of Massechusetts, and Harter, of 
Ohio, now concede that the order almost 
certainly will be adopted. 

Anti free coinaze men ‘say, however, that 
this in but the beginning of the fight in the 
house and that they will ise every possible 
means to defeat the passage of the bill it- 
saif. There has been some discussion of a 
proposition to amend the special order of 
the rules committee by fixing a time at which 
the vote shall be taken, but the proposition 
has been discouraged. Although filibuster- 
Ing teainst the silver order isnot unlikely, it 
is believed that this can be quickly cheeked 
if attempted, and that the order will be 
adopted with the covsumption of much 
time, 

The leaders of the house are anxious to 
secure speedy action on the appropriation 
bills and to have ali of these measures, now 
pending in the house, passed before a dis- 
cussion of the tariff is entered upon. lor 
this reason, Monday will not be devoted ex- 
clusively to the silver order, and to the usual 
grist of comparatively small measures con- 
sidered on “suspension Monday.” 

An opportunity perhaps may be afforded 
to pass one or two bills under a suspension 
of the rules, but it is the present purpose 
to devote the greater part of the day to the 
pension appropriation bill, and the army ap- 
propriation bill, in order to clear the decks 
for the tariff debate. 

Mr. McMillin, of Tennessee, will open the 
tariif discussion on Tuesday, if no deviation 
be made fiom the programme on account 
of the army ‘appropriation bill. Other 
speakers will follow Mia. McMillin in rapid 
succession and the whole of the week will 
be occupied with tariff debates, except that 
Saturday afternoon, in accordance with an 
order of the house will be devoted to eulogies 
on the late Representative Gamble, of South 
Dakota. 

The Pure Food Bill. 

In the senate the pure food bill is the 
pending order. There are signs that the 
measure is about to encounter a consider- 
able degree of opposition in addition to 
the attacks already made upon it, and this 
may take the shape of an interjection into 
the regular course of business” of long 
specches and debates on other matters, in 
the expectation that some of tke regular 
appropriation bills wiil finally be brought 
forward to displace the pure food bill. 

Several Speeches to Be Made 

Mr. Call has given notice of his inten- 
tion to address the senate tomorrow on 
the subject of railroad interference in 
Florida elections, and Mr. Dolph wishes 
to deliver a speech Friday on Senator 
Stanford’s bill to provide a sound circulat- 
ing medium. In addition to these diver- 
sions from the regular order, it may be 
that the long expected debate on the re 
ciprocity resolutions, which are now on 
the table, will begin some day this week. 
An opportunity for the discussion of the 
financial methods of tlg2 government is 
also at hand, in connection with the bill 
providing for the issue .of a small amount 
of bonds to defray. the cost of road im- 
provements in the District of Columbia, 
which bes already served as a point for 
several speeches on the general subject of 
finances. 

It is unlikely that any of the general ap- 
propriation bills will come before the sen- 
ate for action this week, and actual pro- 
gress in legislation will probably be con- 
fined to action on some measures of 
minor consequeuce during the morning 
Lours. 


FIRE ON TYBEE. 


The North End of tho Island Almost Com- 
pictely Deetreyed. 

Savannah, Ga., March 6.—(Spevial.)— 
The Ocean house, the Beach house and 
nearly all of the cottages on the north end 
of Tybee island were burned tonight. The 
fire broke out in the Beach house, which 
several attempts have been made to Durn 
within the last few weeks, at 10:30 o’clock. 
A strong wind was blowing from the south, 
and the flames swept up the beach towards 
the Furber’s Point hous>, burning Lovell’s 
Smith’s and Ulmer’s, and half a dozen 
other cottages. The only connection with 
Tybee is by telephone, and that has been 
moved on account of the fire, so that the 
details are meager.

A BLOODY FiGh? IN KENTUCKY, 


In Which Four Negroes Were Shot 
Dead. 


ANOTHER STORY FROM MEMPHIS! 


the Officers Who Were Sent 


Which Tells cfa Negro Mob Firing "a 
After Them. 


Edmonton, Ky., March 6.—News hag 
just been received of a bloedy fight which 
took place at Mark’s cross roads, five 
miles east of this placebetween a party of 
twelve wagoners, white, on one side and 
eleven negro farm hands on the other, in 
which four negroes were killed and three 
or four wounded and one of the wagoners 
seriously hurt. 

The Origin of tho Difficulty. 

The wagoners, who haul lumber from 
Wright's mill, in tis county, to Horse 
Cave, were on their way to their homes at 
this place. When near Maxey’s distillery, 
which is located at, Clark’s cross roads, 
they met a negro farm hand who is em- 
ployed on the farm of John Anderson. In 
passing, one of the wageners struck him 
With his whip, to which the negro remarked 
that he would see him again. The negro 
then went to the house of Anderson, who 
employs a large number of negroes, and 
in company with ten others started for the 
distiflery, where the wagoners made a 
business of stopping. 

The Difficulty Starts, 

When thev arrived at the distillery all 
of the wagoners were inside the house pur- 
chasing whisky except two. These the ne- 
groes assaulted with rocks and clubs, and 
would Lave made short work é6f them but 
for the timely appearance of the ten oth- 
ers, who sprang among them and in a 
short time shot and killed four and wounded 
three or feur others, two of whom, it is 
said, cannot recover. The sheriff and a 
posse have gone to the scene of the trouble. 


PISTOLS WERE DRAWN. 


Make an Attack 
Deputies. 
Memphis, Tenn. March 6.—Word 

reached the city about 10 o'clock last night 

that a riot was in progress at the curve on 
the Hernando road, three miles from the 
city. It was ascertained that four deputy 
sheriffs, who had gone to that point to ar- 
rest some negroes had been fired upon. 
The trouble dates back to last Weduesday,

when there was a fight between a white nan = 


aud a negro, the latter accusing the white 
man of abusing his child. Pistols were 
drawn and the white man was wounded 
Four deputies tonight went out to arrest the 
man who had done the shooting and learned 
that he in a corner grocery at the 
curve, 

The deputies went into the store and 
while talking to the keeper, the room scemed 
to be filled with negroes. Suddenly there 
was a shot aud Deputy Sheritf Clarke Cole 
fell to the tloor mortally wounded. This 
seemed to be a sigual, for in an instant the 
firing became general. Deputy Bob Farrell 
went down next, with a load of buckshot in 
his back, The deputies, taken completely 
by surprise, were unable to return the fire. 
At this great disadvantage the remaining 
twS made feeble attempts to defend them- 
selves, but in a minute the remaining two— 
kK. A. Yearger and O. L. Webber—went to 
the floor, the former riddled with birdshot, 
and the latter with a charge of buckshot in 
his legs. The negroes, after firing a large 
number of shots, made their escape as 
quickly as they had entered the store. Not 
i negro was hurt. No arrests have been 
made. The wounds of Yearger and Webber 
are not necessarily fatal. 

Twenty Negroes Arrested. 

Twenty negroes have been placed under 
arrest by the authorities, in connection with 
last night’s trouble at the curve. Those ar- 
rested include Calvin McDowell, manager of 
the Co-operative store ,where the shooting 
took place, and Tom Moss, the letter carrier, 
who are believed to have been the ring- 
leaders in the affair. Josh Shields, who 
shot Deputies Harrold and Yearger, is still 
at large.

THEY WERE BOTH DEAD. 


An Artist Kills His Wife Then Slays 
Himself. 


Washington, March 6 —Two _ shots, 
fired almost simultaneously, in the room oc- 
cupied by Fernleigh Montague, an artist, 
and his wife, startled the inmates of house 
No 0618 Fourth street, northeast, today. 
The door was forced open by an officer 
when the husband and wife were found 
lying on the bed dead. From their posi- 
tion, the woman had evidently lain on the 
bed and allowed her husband to place the 
pistol to her mouth and fire. Then sitting 
up, he turned the bloody weapon to his 
own mouth, fired and dropped back on the 
pillow dead. 

On the evening of the 3d instant, @ sa- 
loon keeper named James E. White shot his 
meg he baer the oan, and then shot him- 
self, ing himself instantly. Today Mrs. 
White died. . 


THE WOMAN WAS DEAD, 


And the Man Was Lying in a Dying Con- 
dition. 

Lowell, Mass., March 6.—About 4 o’clock 
this afternoon the room of Edgar G. Drew 
and wife, in Howell's lodging house, 24 El- 
liot street, was was broken into after repeated 
attempts to talk with Drew. Mrs. Drew was 
found dead in bed, having been shot through 
her forehead, while her husband lay beside 
her with a bullet hole in his head. Drew was 
conscious, but professed lack of knowledge 
as to how his wife was shot. He told con- 
flicting stories. A com ie gy calibre, five- 
shot revolver was found in the bed, four 
chambers of which were empty. Neither of 
them had been seen before since Friday 
night. Drew cannot live. The woman 
been dead several hours. 


THE TYPHUS IN. NEW YORK. 


Eleven Deaths to Date from the Dreaded 
Visitor. 


New York, March 6—The health board 
is much agitated touching the typhus fe- 
ver situation in this city. A case which 
was diagnosed as probably typhus was 
found today in a crowded ward of Belle- 
ue hospital. 

Charles Blumenthal, a young German 
agent, residing at 831 Third avenue, a 
hitherto unsuspected locality, was removed 
to the hospital last night, supposedly suf- 
fering from pulmonary troubles. 

This morning the physician in charge 
thought he detected typhus symptoms in 
Blumenthal’s case and called in the health 
officer, who coincided with the doctor’s diag- 


| nosis, and the patient was promptly isolated 


and the ward fumigated. Eleven deaths to 
date marks the result of the typhus infec- 
tion in this city. 

The latest fatality bas an element of quiet 
heroism about it. Catharine Glesmone died 
in terrible agony at the typhus camp on 
North Brother island this morning. She was 
one of the little band of nurses who volun- 
teered to go iuto the plague-stricken camp 
} and care tor the suffering Hebrew immi- 
grants, who first brought the dread con- 
tagion to these shores. She did much to 
fallevinte the misery of the poor outcasts, 
but her life has been the price of her self- 
sacrifice, Ancther subject, the second to- 
dav, was found at a quarantined house, No. 
42 Vast Twelfth street, and removed to 
r the island for isolation. 


THE SITUATION IN ALABAMA. 


To Date Jones Has Seventy-Eight and Kolb 
Has Fifty-Two Votes. 

Montgomery, Ala., March 6.—(Special.) 
The political situation in tiis state is be- 
coming complicated, and the integrity of 
the democratic party is becoming  seri- 
ously threatened. Ten countics had acted 
up to Ifriday and Kolb had received for 
governor forty-one delegates and Jones for 
renomination seventy-two. Yesterday three 
counties acted—Marshall, which sends up 
contesting delegations; Macon, which was 
carried by Kolb; Winston aud Colbert, 
both reported carried by Jones. Marshall 
aml Macon together have cleven votes and 
had been conceded to Ixvolb, vhich would 
give Jones a total of fifty-two, and Coi- 
bert and Winston, conceded to Jones, 
have six delegates, which would = give 
Jones a total of | seventy-cight. But 
of the fourteen counties that have 
acted three elected contesting delegations, 
and Dallas, with its twenty-six votes, re- 
fuses to pro rate as ordered by the county 
committee, the delegates receiving the 
largest number of votes in the primary in- 
sisting on their right to cast their votes 
for Governor Jones. Kolb’s supporters 
are kicking at this and swear that they will 
not submit to it. The fight waxes warm 
and the campaign has scarcely opened. 
The sensation of the past week was three 
damage suits for $10,000 each, brought by 
(overnor Jones against Editor Baltzell 
of The Alliance Herald, for alleged libels. 
The suits were also brongbt against the al- 
liance exchange, which is believed to own 
and control The Alliance Herald. 


THE COTTON MILLS BURNED. 


A Dteaetrous Fire, Which Was Caused by 
Spontaneous Corabustion. 

Rock Hill, 8. ©. March 6.—(Special.)— 
The Cochran cotton seed oil mill and ferti- 
lizer works were destroyed by fire tonight. 
The plant is valued at $60,000. The Rock 
Tiill Cotton Seed Oil Company, from whom 
the Cochran company leased the plant, lose 
$35,000 of the above value, besides machin- 
ery. ‘The Cochrat. company lose the stock 
on hand, valued at $13,000. This latter 
loss includes 150 barrels of oil, 1,000 tons of 
seed, thirty bales of lint cotton, 1,000 bales 
of fibre, twenty-five tons of cake, and ten 
tons of meal. Insurance $52,000. Twenty 
thousand of this amount is held by the Rock 
Hill company on the plant, and $32,000 by 
the Cochran company on the machinery and 
stock. 

The Cochran company is composed of 
Philadelphia capitalists, who have been op- 
erating the mill successfully for two years. 
The fire originated in the seed warehouse, 
nd soon spread to the main building. Its 
origin is not known, but is supposed to have 
been spontaneous combustion. It is not yet 
known whether the mill will be rebuilt. It 
is hoped, however, that it will, as it was an 
important enterprise in onr town. "The com- 
pany employd about eighty hands. 


Death of Etienne Arago. 


Paris, March 6.—Etlenne Arago, the French 
writer, dramatist and statesman, is dead. He 
was born in 1802 and was the last surviving 
brother of the illustrious Francis Arago, the 
astronomer.

Occasionaly men have waked up in the 
morning and found themselves illustrious, 
but Mr. Rountree rather reversed that. He 
went to bed famous—Friday night. 

His name is on every tongue; and yesterday 
he was pointed out asthe manwho put the 
Central Railroad and Banking Company into 
a receivership. As there has heen some con- 
fusion in the public over his rea] purpose, as to 
whether it was simply to balk the Olcott plan 
of reorganization, and thereby prevent the 
complete assimilation and legislation of the 
Central by the Richmond Terminal, or to go 
further'and break the lease, thereby restoring 
to the road its individuality and independence. 
The Constitation’s representative put the 
question squarely to hlm. 

He replied, frankly and clearly: 

‘*My object is to break the Central’s lease to 
the Goorgia Pacitic aud place the road in the 
bands of the minority stockho!ders from whom 
it was illegally taken.’’ 

“But, Mr. Rountree, you imperil millions of 
property upon which is guaranteed a dividend 
quite ample enough to satisfy the owners.” 

‘‘My dear sir,’ the counsellor replied ‘‘that 
guarantee is not worth the paper it is written 
on. Here is a magnificent property which the 
minority owners have every reason to believe 
was in danger of being so manipulated that it 
would virtually amount to taking it from 
them. If we break the lease the Central will 
be restored as an independent railroad and the 
owners of its stocks and other securities will 
be better off in the end. The Central is the 
chief property upon which the Richmond Ter- 
minal bases its hope of perfecting a plan of re- 
organization of the Richmond and Daazville, 
the Central, the Georgia Pacific and the East 
Tennessee. Why should not the 
Central reorganize itself? If the 
success of the reorganization of 
of the Terminal’s properties depended upon 
the Central, it goes to show how valuable the 
Central is to the Terminal. And if valuable 
to the Terminal! then it must be more valua- 
ble to its stockholders.”* 

‘‘May not this now break up the entire 
Richmond Terminal and precipitate the Dan- 
ville and other properties into a receiver- 
ship?’’ Mr. Rountree was asked. 

“That I cannot tell. The Constitution’s tel- 
egrams from New York state that such an 
opinion is entertained there by soma But if 
that should follow, itis nota reason for the 
Central to throw itselfinto the breach. The first 
duty of the Central’s stockholders is to protect 
themselves. The owners of the other proper- 
ties will have to look out for themselves as we 
are doing for our interests.”’ 

‘‘Are others coming in to be made parties to 
this bill of Mrs. Clarke’s?’’ 

“T bave every reason to believe so. In 
Savannah the first day, intense indignation 
was expressed at my course. People said that 
I had ruined them and paralyzed business. 
One broker stated that he felt like shooting 
me because he feared his stock was ruined. 
But afterwards, I had great numbers of men 
to say to me that they were giad the step had 
been taken. It was coming any way, and 
there were three billsin Savannah, some one 
of which would have been filed within twenty- 
four hours. Gentlemen there gave me valuable 
points, and promised toaid me. The feeling 
there now is that this wil! preserve the Central 
as a Georgia institution, and prevent its com- 
plete absorption by Wall street speculaéors. 
The Central has come to be the most unpopular 
railroad we know of.”’ 

Mr. Rountrée declares positively that the 
receivership was not inspired by Brice and 
Thomas or the Calhouns, or any other Termi- 
nal interest. It was his original intention to 
bring the suit in the name of his father, who 
owns $30,000 of the southwestern stock, Mrs. 
Clarke also wanted the lease broken, and as 
she isa resident of another state, she was made 
the petitioner, and the case was brought in the 
United States court. 

Mr. Rountree states that is his purpose to 
push the matter through rapidly, save all the 
litigation possible, and get a permanent re- 
ceiver in short order. He takes the position 
that the sooner the lease is broken the better 
it will be for the minority stockholders. The 
utmost power of the court will be asked in the 
recrganization to enable the minority to per- 
fect it in their own way. In the meantime 
the road will be run by a practical railroad 
man, without fayor to the New York stock- 
holders. 

Here is an interesting suggestion in connec- 
tion with the receivership: 

**The Central’s lease to the Georgia Pacific,” 
is the way a prominent lawyer put it, “is gen- 
erally pronounced contrary to the _ con- 
stitution of the state of Georgia, 
and therefore illegal. The Georgia Pacific 
if it saw fit might operate the Central for six 
months or a year and refuse to pay dividends 
as was attempted last December by Brice and 
Thomas. Then, if suit were brought by the 
Central to recover, the Georgia Pacific could 
claim that the lease is illegal and void, and if 
that claim were sustained by the courts, the 
Central could not getacent. This point was 
decided in 139th United States Reports, page 
24. Wherea contract is void, the courts let 
the parties remainin the position in which 
they are found so faras recovering damages 
goes.”’ 

If Mr. Rountree succeeds in restoring its in- 
dependence to the Central and preserves 
this great property intact, his fame 
and fortune will be mado, for there is no doubt 
that the fee would be a good one. Mr. Roun- 
tree came from Quitman, Brooks county, to 
Atlanta two years ago. He had been the 
solicitor-general of his circuit for two ef us, 
and was prominently known in the state. 

Mr. Lamb Perry, who is associated with him 
in this case, is a brainy young member of the 
Charleston bar. +24

The Richmond Terminal’s counsellors seem 
to be miffed at the court at the outset, as the 
following special dispatch to The Constitu- 
tion indicates: 

Savannah, Ga., March 6.—(Special.)—The 
Morning News will publish the ollowing to- 
morrow morning: 

March 6, 1892.—Editor Morning News: In 
your paper of this morning appears an ac- 
count of what took place in the office of Judge 
Speer yesterday in Macon, which, it is stated, 
was furnished to the newspapers by the judge 
himself. In one respect this statement is in- 
com plete,and, to that extent, incorrect. When 
the judge stated to me that he 
could not make so radical a change 
in his order as to take the road 
out of the possession of the receiver without 
notice to the opposing counsel, I replied: 
‘You took it out of the possession of the lessee 
without notice, and by the same rule I see no 
reason why you can’t restore it without no 
tice.” He replied that it was customary for 
judges to act upon exparte applications with- 
out notice. I said that I respectfully dis- 
agreed with him, and didnot believe that 
it was the custom of the judges of the United 
States courts to appoint receivers for railroads 
without notice and opportunity to be heard 
He replied that be would not discuss thas 
y saan now. I disapprove of the practice or 

iscussing cases in the newspapers which are 
peading in court, but as the the judge himself, 
n this case, has gone into the newspapers, I 
take a similar liberty, and assert that a judge 
who at 10 o'clock at night in secret, 
upon that application of a young 
and comparatively inexperienced attorney 
without notice or warning, by one stroke of 
his pen sweeps from existence thousands of 
doliars of values, of hundreds of innocent peo- 
ple assumes a responsibility§which would 
make a good man tremb’‘e.

Speculators are always cautions and conserv- 
ative on Saturdays, otherwise on last Saturday 
Terminal securities might have fared worse 
than they did. Today may decide a moment- 
ous question one way or the other for the 
Terminal. 

Assuming that the Terminal was really 
anxious to escape a receivership for the Cent 
ral, it has its side of the case. And it will be 
about this: “We bought a majority of the 
shares of the Central, paid a high price 
for the stock and have a right to 
‘control it. We have more interest in the 
prosperity of the company than the minority 
can have, for we have more money invested in 
it. We believe that s reorganization and con- 
solidation will improve our holdings, for the 
properties can be more economically managed 
and can make more money. We propose to 
deal fairly with all and are doing the best 
we Can.”’ 

‘It would not surprise me if Judge Spees 
appoints a new men for permanent receiver,’’ 
said a Savannah man who was at the Kimball 
Spee He looked blue, and said he felt 
yluer than he looked. He formed his opinion 
by glancing at himself in along mirror at the 
“It is not so much my stock which 
Worries me as the stock and bonds which [I 
hold in trust for some wards. And all 
over Georgia widows and orphans and 
charity organizations depend for their support 
upon the income from Central securities. 
Judge Speer isa Georgian and I do not ba- 
lieve he will let Wall street speculators uss 
his court to oppress the widows and children 
and charities of our state. If the Termina! is 
really back of this, as has been charged, all I 
have to say {s that for once the New Yorkers 
will be caught undertbe dea4fal! they had 
set for somebody else. Judge Speer has de 
clared two railroads to have violated the state 
conststution and it’cost them heavily. He may 
decide that a permanent receiver would be the 
proper thing and appoint one who is not 
identified with Wal! street in any way.” 


General Alexander in the Dark. 


Macon, Ga., March 6.—(Specia).)—Retefever 
E. P. Alexander and Mr. A. R. Lawton, Jr., 
counsel of the Central railroad, left last night 
for Savannah. Betore they departed they 
submitted to brie! interviews, Genaral Alex- 
andersaid: “ITanasmuch in the dark as 
the general public. 

“For inany years I have been deeply inten 
ested in the Central road, and when I made 
the lease with the Richmond and Danville I 
thought that it was the best thing that could 
be dane for the Central and its stockholders. 
Since that time circumstances have arisen 
which I think make it necessary to once for 
all settle the question of the legality of the 
lease, and set at rest the continual bickering 
that is depreciating the value of the stock.” 

‘*Are you still of the same opinion about the 
lease that you held when it was made ?”’ 

“Well, yes; Istill think that the necessity 
exists for the Central to find its outlet to the 
north and west. Many people thought when 
the lease was made that the Richmond and 
Danville was hainpered by the Georgia Pa- 
cific, but I thought, and stiil think, that the 
great combination would assist in the averag- 
ing of expenses. The Richmond and Danville 
has paid for the lease, and it has paid its diyi- 
dends, and all this at the time when the con- 
dition of the country was serlously against 
railroads, and when our southern roads were 
losing money instead of making it.” 

‘*You do not agree, then, with the popular 
opinion that the Richmond Terminal people 
are a gang of wreckers?”’ 

“Wreckers? Well, sir, I cannot see why 
should do so. The question with us all 
is whether the record of the Richmond 
Terminal peopie is that of wreckers of 
of makers and whether their lines are not as 
well supplied as any other? I think that the 
facts show that they are. I do know, how- 
ever, that these continual bickerings and at- 
tacks have done more to reduce values and 
wreck the interests of stockholders than any- 
thing else that could be done. ue 

‘It is necessary for all systems like the Cei- 
tral to have some outlet. All roads are like 
middlemen, and are between the consumer 
and producer.” 

“You think, then, that this is simply a 
legitimate movement to test the legality of 
the lease ?’’ 

‘‘As to the motives of Mrs. Rowena Clark, 
or of the lawyers, lam unable to say, but I 
should think that this is the proper way to 
look at it. 

“I do know that the Céntral stock is of im 
mense value and importance in Georgia and, 
in fact, in the south. It is held by widows 
and estates, by rich and poor, It will therefore 
be the best thing that could happen to Georgia, 
if this question of legality was set at rest now. 
If the lease is illegai let it be broken, and let 
the Central find au outlet elsewhere. If it is 
legal, then let the lessees do the best they can 
with the system and forthe stockholders with- 
out hampering them with continual attacks.”

Dr. Peck became incensed and re- 
torted: “I’m sorry that my land adjoins 
that of a man who will do a thing like this.

Viule awaiting the arrival of physicians, 
who were telegraphed for, Dr. Peek, with 
what seewed a strange mixture of irony 
and gencrosity, furnished the necessary 
medical attention. Thomas was carried to 
a Mr. Peed’s, near by, Dr. Peek still con- 
tinuing to look after him and attending to 
his injuries. 

A strange scene was enacted = at 
Thomas's bedside. The wounded man in; 
sisted on his physician’s arrest, while his 
friends declared that his services could not 
dispensed with. But the

reached “when it was ascertained that 
Jhomas -possesset more confidence in the 
skill of his assailant than in that of the 
other two physicians tn attendance. 

The Victimin Dead. 

Thomas died today at lo’clock p.m. He 
made an ante mortem statement, in which he 
said that he was cruelly assassinated by Peek. 
The post mortem examination and coroner's 
inquest will be held tomorrow. Peek is under 
arrest and isintho handsof thesheriff of 
Stewart county.

Jackson v. American Mortgage Co., of Scot- 
land (limited). Interest and usury. Con- 
tracts. Evidence. Before Judge Boynton 
Pike superior court. 

1. Where usury is pleaded to an action on 
a promissory note, deeds of even date with the 
note, and executed to yest title in the lender 
as security for the loan, are admissible in ey- 
idenee for the plaintiff to show the intention 
of the parties as to the real situs of the con- 
tract, and what state or count they had 
reference to in fixing the rate of interest. 

2. It is competent for the borrower of mon- 
ey to contract to pay a rate of interest law- 
ful in his own state, the loan being secured 
by realty in that state, although he makes the 
netes given:for the principal and interest of 
the loan payable in another state, and al- 
though the ultimate delivery of the notes and 
mortgages Was made to the lender at his place 
of business in the latter state, In which state 
also the borrower’s application for the loan 
was accepted. Thus, where a resident of 
Georgia applied {un writing for a loan of mon- 
ey at a speciticd rate of interest, executing the 
application in Georgia, and offering therein 
as security real estate situated in Georgia, 
expecting a lender to be found by his agents 
elsewhere; and afterwards, the application 
was accepted in New York by a resident 
thereof in behalf of a foreign corporation, and 
the applicant executed a note in Georgia and 
also an absolute deed of the realty as securt- 
ty, conformably to the laws of Georgia, and 
the note and deed, after the latter was record- 
ed in Georgia, were delivered In New York by 
his agents, to whem the money was there de- 
livered by the lender, the note being payable 
in New York, the contract 1s enforcible in 
Georgia, there being no evidence tending to 
show bad faith or any device or contrivance 
to evade the usury laws of New York.

The Liberian Craze. 


The appearance in New York of two 
parties of negro colonists from the south, 
on their way to Liberia, with no means 
of getting there, has created consterna- 
tion throughout the east. 

The New York Tribune retrogrades to 
its old reconstruction point of view, and 
intimates that if the negroes were well 
treated down south they would not be 
s0 anxious to go to Africa. The Herald 
with keener insight suggests that there 
is a big job or a big delusion back of 
the movement. It saddles a good deal of 
the responsibility upon Bishop Turner, 
and says: | 

Bishop Turner’s enthusiastic writings re- 
arding Liberia are apt to prove most unfor- 
tunate to the negroes of Arkansas and the 
Indian Territory. It may prove unfortunate 
for New York also. Both companies of way- 
farers, now stranded in the city, are bearers 
of the cheerful information that al? their 
neighbors and relatives intend to follow gsnit 
and attempt to reach Africa via New York. 
The movement May amount to a regular ex- 
odus, terminatifig in a vast number of penni- 
less Africans being left In New: York. 

The emigration has abaut it a strong relli- 
gious sentiment and the idea is spreading 
rapidly throughout the southern country. In 
some respects it resembles that remarkable 
emigration of negroes from Georgia and Ala- 

bama to Arkansas -and the Indian Territory 
several years azo. Some of the persons 


‘ who form the present company if New York 


were members of that old-time movement, 
in which as now the unpfertunates sacrificed 
aheir effects and started out on their journey, 


knowing nothing of their destination and ap- 
parently impelled by some mysterious reil- 
gicus Influence. 

Naturally, the eastern cities do 


not care to have party after party 
of these moneyless negro colonists strand- 
ed there to be supported by charity, and 
they are actively investigating the busi- 
ness. The American Colonization Society 
denies holding any correspondence with 
the travelers, but is willing to aid them 
to a limited extent. Just how far the 
craze will go cannot be predicted, but no 
time should be lost in making it plain to 
the southern negroes that they run a 
desperate risk in going into this wild 
scheme. If they have to stop in New York 
they will find neither sympathy nor 
employment, and if they go to Liberia 
they will find existence there mere sav- 
agery compared with their life in the 
southern states. 

If they are wise they will stay where 
they can see the familiar white faces 
of their old friends—faces never turned 
away from the black faces looking up 
in leyal friendship or appeaiing for 
adviee and assistance. The negroes will 
neyer find a more inviting country than 
their southern home, and in all the wide 
world no people will ever be kinder to 
them than their present white neighbors. 
The best thing they can do is to turn their 
backs on Bishop Turner, the American 
Colonization Society, and all the others 
who mistakenly or to serve a selfish pur- 
pose counsel them to give up the com- 
forts of our civilization for a life of 
misery in Africa.

Points for Reformers. 

The St. Louis correspondent of ‘The 
New York Evangelist was so completely 
captured by the recent industrial confer- 
ence that the editor ef the paper, Key. 
Dr. Henry M. Field, felt it necessary 
to write a conservative editorial on his 
letter. 

The correspondent wrote: 

Listening to these impassioned speeches, 
from men who evidently felt the force of their 
somewhat pessimistic utierances, IT was con- 
tinually reminded of the saying of l’atrick 
Henry: “We can only judge the future by 
the past.”” And if we look at that past, we 
see that when Egypt went down, 3 per cent 
of her population owned 07 per cent of her 
wealth, while the common people were stuarv- 
ed to death. When Babylon went down, 2 
per cent of the population owned = all the 
wealth. When Persia went down, 1 per cent 

the population owned the land. When 
tome went down, 1,8°0. men practically 
owned all the Known world. 
kor the past forty vears the United States 
has been rapidly fellowing the footsteps of 
these old nations. By statistics at hand, we 
see that°in 1850 eapitalists owned 37 1-2 per 
cent of the nation’s wealth. In 1870 they 
owned 68 per cent.. By the last census, as 
stated by no less a prophet than Senator In- 
gulls, the disproportion in the distribution of 
wealth is still greater. 

Dr. Field expresses the that 
these statisties are exaggerated, but he 
admits that he is not prepared to dis 
prove them. The doctor, whose sympa- 
thies are always on the side of the people, 
is apparently somewhat disturbed by the 
Wild talk of the reformers. He begs them 
not to indulge in empty tirades against the 
rich, and says that it is bid policy and 
unjust to denounce a whole class of men 
in sweeping terms. Many rich men owe 
their wealth to industry, economy and 
judgment. Many of them started poor 
boys. It is not fair to abuse rich men, 
but on the contrary they should be point- 
ed to as examples for the encouragement 
of others. They gre not all selfish and 
grasping. Peter Cooper, for instance, 
never forgot that he had been a poor boy, 
and one of his greatest pleasures was to 
help the deserving who were struggling 
upward. So long as we have such men, 
and there are many of them, it is mon- 
strously unjust to denounce the wealthy 
without discrimination. 

In conclusion this brainy ‘and big-heart- 
ed man says that the rich should. have no 
special privileges, but all should have a 
fair chance, and each should reap accord- 
ing to his diligence, energy, enterprise 
and perseverance. The cultivation of that 
mutual regard which Christianity inspires 
is the best remedy for unequal condi- 
tions, and When we have more of it be 
conventions will be needed to protest 
against the oppression of one class by 
another. 

There is food for thought on both sides 
of the question, in the points presented 
by The Evangelist’s correspondent and 
the comments thereon made by Dr. 
Field.

The recent visit of the old veteran firemen of 

New York, and the story printed somes days ago 
about the naming of the big bell after Miss 
Augusta Hill, has broyght out some interesting 
information concerning old volunteer days, 
‘ In the sixties and the early seventies, the fire 
laddies were what we wouid call today, ‘The toast 
of thetown.” Everything in those days was done 
forthe volunteer boys who did such splendid 
work—and everything should have been done for 
them, as they deserved it. 

The naming of the bell, which occurred in 1867, 
has prompted one of those who was an active par- 
ticipant in those scénes, to write some additional 
particulars concerning them. 

“T was glad” he writes, ‘to see the pretty tribute 
to Miss Augusta Hill recalled, for she was worthy 
of any honor the firemen of the city could bestow ; 
and then, I don’t like to have those old 
days forgotten. When I read anything 
concerning the companies that existed then 
and the boys who did thecity such spiendid ser- 
vice, I llve over those day? again, andI tell you 
it’s pleasant living. You ofthe Atlanta of today 
are fond of your fire department, and I get to the 
city often enough to know that you have a right 
to be; but Cap Joyner himself will tell you that 
taking into consideration the appliances we had 
then we did just as good work.” - 

Then he gives some further information con- 
cerning that fair in 1867, one result of which was 
the naming of the bell. 

The fair was held in honor of Atlanta Fire Com- 
pany No. 1, the managers of it being an associa- 
tion of ladies, of which Mrs. W. H. Crisp, the 
mother of Speaker Crisp, of the national house of 
representatives, was president. The secretary of 
this organization was Mrs, Emma C. Latimer, 
then a teacher inthe high school, and, as the 
sequel shows, probably the most popular 
young lady in the city. One of 
the features of the fair wasa ballet to decide 
the most popular young lady in the city. Under 
the terms of this, it was provided that theone re- 
ceiving the highest number of votes should name 
the new steamer of No.1 company, the one re- 
ceiving the next highest number naming the 
bell. 

The fair was a great big success and the voting 
for the young ladies was spirited, The result was 
that Miss Latimer received the highest number 
of votes with Miss Hill a close second. ) 

It was first proposed to put the names of the 
young ladies on the engine and the bell, but Miss 
Latimer would not consent to her’s being on the 
engine as it would be in too publica place. This 
objection did not, of course, present itself in the 
cage of the bell. 

The result was that Miss Latimer furnished the 
name forever. 
the engine which was Number One’s pride, and 
with it a Latin anagram 80 worded as to furnish a 
motto for the company. The name given the en- 
gine was “Castalia.” About this were the words, 


‘“Ite, viri honoris, benefactis declarate, nemo 


tantum fortis candide, pulcheam meruit.” 

The letters of the motto form the anagram, 
“Dedicated to the public service in honor of Miss 
Emma E. Latimer.”’ 

The translation 18: “Go, honored men! by noble 


' deeds deciare, none but the traly brave deserves 


the fair.” 

The firemen were greatly pleased with the 
unique name and mottos, and the silver plate upon 
which they were engraved is still on the steamer. 

The day of the christening was a great day for 
Atlanta.

TWO PICTURES. 


Here are two pictures which make an in- 
teresting study, for in their proper considera- 
tion can be found the root of the financial 
trouble that afflicts our people today. 

The first is this: 

I was standing fn the gallery of the stock 
exchange in New York just after the recent 
great coal deal had culminated. I -had been 
invited there by a friend to see the final strug- 
gle in one of the greatest deals that has been 
planned since the war. The bulls and the 
bears were fighting with the vigor of wild 
beasts. 

‘Do you see that gentleman leaning against 

the third post from the door?’ said my com- 
panion, pointing to a man about thirty-five, 
with clean-shaved face and a steady eye. 
“Well that man made $438,000 in twenty-four 
hours in this coal deal, He got a pointer, had 
his capital in United States bonds, borrowed 
on call at 5 per cent per annum from a bank, 
invested £25,000, and with this as margin 
made the large sum I named in twenty-four 
hours.”’ 
Now, here is the other picture: 
W. F. Finley, of Gainesville, came 
into my office about the middle of last De- 
cember. ‘You know,” said Findley, ‘‘our far- 
mers are in werse condition than they have 
been in since the war. I was called to mid- 
dle Georgia on some business a few days ago, 
nm] was at a country store. I saw a farmer 
drive up to the front of the store with one 
bale of cotton on a one-horse wagon, He told 
this merchant that the bale was for him, and 
after the price had been agreed upon, and the 
bale weighed, the farmer said: ‘Now, that 
is all my cotton; let me see how I stand with 
my account.’ He had been buying cuano and 
supplies on credit from the merchant to 
make his crop. The merchant soon ficured ont 
the matter and sbowed the farmer that he 
was still in debt to him abont seven dollars, 
“Well,” said the farmer, ‘‘that is the last of 
six Dales of cotton I have made. You got them 
all. I have at home seme corn, fodder, a 
few shotes, that I made out there, and three 
head of eattle. My wife and children, who 
help me make this crop and this cotton, are 
at home bdrefooted, and I won't be able to 
buy shoes for them this winter.’ I looked into 
the matter,”’ continued Findley, ‘“‘and found 
that the farmer had paid fiearly 50 per cent 
interest for his time purchases.” 

And yet we have men who tell us that the 
tariff issue is the only one that ought to be 
raised in the pending presidential campaign. 
That broker in the stock exchange may think 
so, but to the great mass who are drifting 
to financial ruin by the unjust and discrim- 
inating course of the government’s financial 
methods, the argument is absurd. Admitting 
that tariff reduction, carried to the fullest ex- 
tent, must come throngh the steadfast efforts 
of the democracy, and no good democrat would 
ndvise the slightest step backward in this dl- 
rection, the benefit to accrue from such a vic- 
tory would be invalidated by the present finan- 
clal system based on class recognition.

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“CUNDAY'S SERMONS 


Stonewall Jackson’s Christian Character 
Reviewed 


BY DR, J. W. JONES INTERESTINGLY. 


God’s Word as It Was Preached at the At- 
lanta Termples tothe Living Jehovah 
Yesterday—Telling Sermons. 


Frverybody whoreadin yesterday’s Consti- 
tution that Dr. J. William Jones would take 
the pulpit of the First Baptist church last 
pight, and preach about the religious character 
of Stonewall Jackson, Knew that it would be 
@ good sermon, and determined to hear him. 

That they were not disappointed was clearly 
yvidenced by the intense interest that hovered 
over the crowded church last night. 

Dr. Jones, being an old soldier himself, and 
for a time achaplain underthe command of 
Jackson, knew full well the circumstances of 
his theme, and entered the spirit of his text 
with that enthusiasm and sincerity of purpose 
that. is acharacterizing feature of all his public 
specches. 

The text from which his discourse was drawn 
was Ist Corinthians, 11 chapter and first verse: 
“Bese followers of me evenasI also am of 


Christ.”’ 

Dr. Jones traced the whole life of General 
Jackson from the day thatthe first telegram 
reached him caliing him to the battle front 
until the last day when he uttered that fa- 
mous speech, ‘‘Then let us cross over the river 
and rest under the shadow of tho trees.” 

Through his entire career it was shown by 
frequent narrations of striking incidents of life 
in camp and on the tield of battle that here 
was a man who never forgot his love for the 
living Jehovah. 

Among the many little anecdotes and incl- 
dents told by Dr. Jones was that which bears 
upon the famous colored Sunday school or- 
ganized by Stonewall Jackson among the 
siaves down in their quarter; how they loved 
him, and bow the work of teaching those ig- 
noraut slaves the light that comes from heaven 
was blessed by the God above, and when 
the movement started to erect a monument to 
Jackson’s memory, the negro church founded 
by the confederate warrior made the first con- 
tribution to it. 

Dr. Jouss told of dozens of little happenings 
inthe warin which Jackson showed himself 
invariably to have no less fortitude and faith- 
fulness in working forthe Lord than in bat- 
tling for his country and for the supremacy of 

rinciples that he thought to be holy and right. 

Ie aiways wentoil tohimself to pray. He 
was decidediy a man of prayer. Often his men 
would wonder at finding him wandering alone 
in some solitary woods praying aloud as he 
walked around, and when on his warhorse, 
dashing through the thickest and deadliest 
scenes of battie, he would alwaysride with 
one hand raised high to heaven and his lips 
moving as if in earnest prayer. 

The application of the life of Stonewall 
Jackson to the text and the moral of the ser- 
mou was inost striking. Dr. Jones appealed 
to young men as well as to old soldiers to 
emulate the life of this great and good man, 
and did it so fore:bly that his sermon is cer- 
tain todo great good in awakening souls to 
Christian faith. 

Inthe forenoon Dr. Jones preached a very 
forceful sermon on ‘Heavenly Recognition.”’ 
Dr. liawthorne has been out of the city for 
feveral days on a mission of dedicating a 
church.

First Christian Church, 

A much smaller audience than usual, owing to 
the very inclement weather, attended the QOhris- 
tian church yesterday. The service, however, 
was participated in heartily by those present, and 
the hour of morning service was a profitable one. 

The subject of Mr. Williamson’s sermon was the 
language of Christ: ‘‘Nevertheless when the Son 
of Man cometh, will he find faith on the earth?” 
The speaker said that one of the brightest signs 
of the times was the rapid spread of the study of 
the scriptures and the consequent speed of faith. 
That faith was far more widely manifested than 
ever before. He referred to a conversation held a 
few days since with a gentleman who had said that 
if all the preachers in the world were dead and the 
people were iven the Bible to _ study 
for themsejves, that Christian union would soon 
be abn accompusned fact. The speaker partly 
agreed with the gentleman and said, that for his 
part, he would be glad to see the Bible without 
note or cominent in the hands ‘of every one and 
each one reading it for himself He believed that 
most of the division manifested today was be- 
cause of the human creeds extantand the theo- 
sogsent dogmas enunciated from the pulpits of the 
and. 

Mr. Williamson also said that while faith was 
more widespread than ever, it was not so intense 
nor 80 unmixed with skepticism and material- 
istic doubts as it used to be in the days of our 
grandfathers and grandmothers. The spéaker 
took the ground that the faith spoken of in the 
text was not a faith in personal righteousness, for 
the context showed that the self-righteousness of 
the Pharisee was condemned by the Savior, and 
yet said the preacher, “I believe in personal 
righteousness; I believe that God loves strong 
righteous character and he is better pleased with 
nen and women who have grown strong and have 
some intrinsic worth, than with those who are for- 
ever singing, ‘Oh, to be nothing, nothing!’ and 
are ever praying that they are utterly unworthy 
and the vilest sinners; but mere personal rig ht- 
eousness must not be made the true ground of 
acceptation with God, for we are accepted through 
Christ, in whom alone there is salvation.’’ 

The parable of the unjust Judge was brought up 
to show that faith in prayer wasthe kind of faith 
mcant by the Savior, and Mr. Williamson made 
quite a distinction between ‘praying’ and “say- 
ing prayers.” 

The third point of the sermon showed that the 
faith which would enable its possessor to forgive 
one who had trespassed, was the @ind 
of faith spoken of by Christ. The 
duty of forgiveness was very piain, the 
difficuity of rising to the majesty of the act was 
very great. The philosophy of forgiveness was 
nottoavoidthe harm of one against whom we 
might have some enmity, but was especially to pre- 
vent us from carrying in our own bosoms the vipers 
of hate who would sting out our very soul life. To 
have a heart free from every hatred and malice 
was the legitimate possession of every true fol- 
lower of the lowly Nazarene, whoin the midst of 
his greatest agony and surrounded by every kind 
of vituperation and ignominy, yet cried out: 
“Father, forgive them ior they know not what 
they do.” 

At the conclusion of the sermon alady presented 
herself for admission to the church. 

At night Mr. Williamson proached a strong ser- 
mon to a large audience on the great subject of 
“Repentance.” 

The Church of the Redeemer. 


The text on which Dr. Sherrill spoke was 
from Psalm CXXX: “Kut in Thee is forgiv- 
eness that Thou mayest be feared.” 

Dr. Sherrill spoke of this as a most unex- 
pected passage in connection with forgiveness. 
If it read: ‘There is forgiveness that men 
may be saved,’’ or “that God may be prais- 
ed,’’ it would not be thought unusual. But 
the truth it contains is very important. As 
when carelessness with fire is followed by 
a burn or loss, as wrong doing brings on up- 
braiding of conscience and punishment of 
the law, so true forgiveness implies a lesson 
that will be salutary, corrective and whole- 
some ° Dr. Sherrill said that ministers were 
liable to be soft hearted on the side of clem- 
ency, and that the softness often gets higher 
than the heart, so that the doctrine of repent- 
ance and forgiveness was so preached on 
that it often meant license. The impression 
is made that any one can do about as they 
lease and be as bad as they were a mind to 
e, that they could throw up their hands, 
God would forgive, the sin be forgotten, and 
it was a small matter, The teaching of the 
text is a correction of such = impressions. 
Moses repented and was forgiven; David re- 
pented deeply of his sins as he shows in the 
tifty-first Psalm. Jacob and Veter were ex- 
amples, also, and in each ease their expert- 
ence and words show that forgiveness is seri- 
ous as well 4s glad, and there was with it the 
conviction that uever, never again must that 
sin he repeated. A converted pugilist said 
to the speaker that surrounded with tenipta- 
tions he ceuld not—dared not—go back. No 
one is forgiven until he realizes the sinfnuiness 
of sin. “Sin no more, lest a worse thing come 
upon thee.’’ Read, study, write a sermon on 
“Fhe Prodigal Son- After the Supper,’’ and 
you will have an illustration on the subject. 

So-long as we keep in view Bethlehem, 
the desert, Gethsemane and Calvary we will 
not belittle sfn or. cheapen guilt.. 

It is a solemn thought. If God’s pardon re- 
anized such a sacrifice, -and awakens fear, 
what must His retribution be?

FROM JAFFA TO JERUSALEM, 


The completion of the railroad from 
Jaffa to (Jerusalem in (Palestine is one of 
the mostinteresting of modern events. Ow- 
ing to several extraordinary circumstances 
Palestine, since the evasion of the Romans 
has been of absorbing interest to a vast 
proportion of the human race, but it has 
withstood all the influences which have 
made other less accessible and less desir- 
able tracts of country productive aud com- 
fortable.

With all the affection that springs from 
association; with all the historic interest 
that still draws the savant and the saint to 
ground,every foot of of which is legendary; 
with all the rewards of enterprise lying fal- 
low in the plains of Esdraelon and on the 
sunny stones of Olivet and Carmel, the 
world has never, since the Roman emperor 
vanished, been able to break through the 
spell that fell on the country, and that has 
kept it in the same primitive condition of 
poverty, indolence and insecurity. There 
is probably not another tract of land, 
equally familiar to men and equally acces- 
sible, that bas so persistently retained for 
2,000 years its customs, its peculiarties, its 
observances, its faith, its very modes of 
life and labor and its habiliments, in spite 
of the growth of intelligence, the spread of 
practical knowledge and the improvements 
in social and industrial methods all 
round it. 

But now the spell is broken. The men 
who have been spiking down the steel 
rails across the plains of Sharon are the 
audacious pioneers of the ney conditions 
The roadbed will undoubtedly be carried 
on in time past the Sea of Galilee and the

Stonewall Jackson’s Christian Character 
Reviewed 


BY DR, J. W. JONES INTERESTINGLY. 


God’s Word as It Was Preached at the At- 
lanta Temples tothe Living Jehovah 
Yesterday—Telling Sermons. 


Ererybody whoread in yesterday’s Consti- 
tution that Dr. J. William Jones would take 
the pulpit of the First Baptist church last 
night, and preach about the religious character 
of Stonewall Jackson, Knew that it would be 
@ good sermon, and determined to hear him. 

That they were not disappointed was clearly 
yvidenced by the intenso interest that hovered 
over tho crowded church last night. 

Dr. Jones, being an old soldier himself, and 
for a time achaplain underthe command of 
Jackson, knew full well the circumstances of 
his theme, and entered the spirit of his text 
with that enthusiasm and sincerity of purpose 
that is acharacterizing feature of all his public 
specches. 

The text from which his discourse was drawn 
was Ist Corinthians, 11 chapter and first verse: 
“Be ye followers of me even asl also am of 


Christ.” 

Ir. Jones traced the whole life of General 
Jackson from the day thatthe first telegram 
reached him calling him to the battle front 
until the last day when he uttered that fa- 
mous speech, ‘Then let us cross over the river 
and rest under the shadow of tho trees.” 

Through his entire career it was shown by 
frequent narrations of striking incidents of life 
in cawp and on the tield of battle that here 
was a man who never forgot his love for the 
living Jehovah. 

Anong the many little anecdotes and incl- 
dents told by Dr. Jones was that which bears 
upon the famous colored Sunday school or- 
ganized by Stonewall Jackson among the 
siaves down In their quarter; how they loved 
him, and bow the work of teaching those ig- 
noraut slaves the light that comes from heaven 
was blessed by the God above, and when 
the movement started to erect a monument to 
Jackson's memory, the negrochurch founded 
by the confederate warrior made the first con- 
tribution to it. 

Dr. Joues told of dozens of little happenings 
inthe war!n which Jackson atc § himself 
invariably to have no less fortitude and faith- 
fulnoss in working forthe Lord than in bat- 
tiling for his country and for the supremacy of 

rinciples that he thought to be holy and right. 

Ie atways wentoii tohimself topray. He 
was decidediy a man of prayer. Often his men 
would wonder at finding him wandering alone 
in some solitary woods praying aloud as he 
walked around, and when on his warhorse, 
dashing through the thickest aud deadliest 
acenes of battle, he would alwaysride with 
one hand raised high to heaven and his lips 
moving as if in earnest prayer. 

The application of the life of Stonewall 
Jackson to the text and the moral of the ser- 
mon was inost striking. Dr. Jones appealed 
to young men as well as to old soldiers to 
emulate the life of this great and good man, 
and did it so foreibly that his sermon is cer- 
tain todo great good in awakening souls to 
Christian faith. 

[nthe forenoon Dr. Jones preached a very 
forceful sermon on ‘Heavenly Recognition.” 
Dr. Hawthorne has been out of the city for 
several days on a mission of dedicating a 
church. 

At the Second Baptist. 

Dr. McDonald preached a most interesting ser- 
mon at the Second Baptist yesterday. 

His theme was the ascension of Christ. 

Dr. McDonald read a chapter descriptive of tho 
resurrection. He then spoke about the fortitude 
and sweet contentment of the Savior in all his 

rsecution. The love his disciples bore him 
oven unto the end; how they stood with beating 
hearts watching him go up to high heaven 
when he was taken away from them. 

Dr. McDonald preached with telling effect upon 
the lessons of this departure of Christ from earth 
tohcaven. It was indeed a peculiariy interesting 
Berincn.

A child ‘is tempted as it reaches ont its 
hands to supply its physical wants, but when 
u temptation superinduces a moral conscious- 
ness of gulit, then the yielding is sinful and 
apprehension of wrong or evil emotion is the 
sensibility to the contagion of evil that is dif- 
fused by the spirit of evil; so there can exist 
& epiritual defilement as the contagion of 
FOme infectious disease may defile the body. 
Without touching or yielding by any bedily 
contact. there may exist the accord or sympa- 
thy of the spirit and we thus enter into temp- 
tation. 

Gur Lord knew that from the time a motb- 
er soothes our infant woes until some kind 
friend closes our eyes for their last long slum- 
ber, whatever our condition and environments, 
we must be encompassed by temptation; so 
when He says, “‘Watch and pray that ye en- 
ter net into temptation,’’ it is that our immor- 
tal spirits enter not into the defilement of the 
teinptation.

Hie is the only bread it can feed upon and con- 
tinue to live, develop and be satistied. 

Bread sustains the lower life. It is the 
bread of hfe that sustains the higher, repairs 
its waste and reinforces its weakness. Christ 
is the basis of being. Bread develops the 
lower life. Not only its staff, as the poet 
Sincs, but its body. The farmer grows not 
inereiy grain and cattle. but the nations of 
earth.

But the bread of life, to do any of these 
things had to be broken. Christ saving Him- 
ecif. The race had perished. Christ breaking 
into bread man may live—must live while 
feeding upon him. Whether inherent life is 
ours is a matter, too, of littl moment for in- 
vestigation; it is enough if Christ be in us 
the hope of glory. ‘‘Whoso eateth my flesh and 
drinketh my blood hath eternal life; and I 
will raise him up at the last day.’’ So speaks 
our judge; and that decision of the highest 
court must stand. 

First Christian Church, 

A much smaller audience than usual, owing to 
the very inclement weather, atteuded the Obris- 
tian church yesterday. The service, however, 
was participated in heartily by those present, and 
the hour of morning service was a profitable one. 

The subject of Mr. Williamson’s sermon was the 
lan gUnge of Christ: ‘‘Nevertheless when the Son 
of Man cometh, will he find faith on the earth?” 
The speaker said that one of the brightest signs 
of the times was the rapid spread of the study of 
the scriptures and the consequent speed of faith. 
That faith was far more widely manifested than 
ever before. He referred to a conversation held a 
few days since with a gentleman who had said that 
if all the preachers in the world were dead and the 

eople were iven the Bible to _ study 
or themselves, that Christian union would soon 
be an accompiished fact. The speaker partly 
agreed with the gentieman and said, that for: his 
part, he would be glad to see the Bible without 
note or cominent in the hands ‘of every one and 
each one reading it for himself He believed that 
most of the division manifested today was be- 
cause of the human creeds extantand the theo- 
logical dogmas enuciated from the puipits of the 
Jand. 

Mr. Williamson also said that while faith was 
more widespread than ever, it was not 80 intense 
nor 80 unmixed with skepticism and material- 
istic doubts as it used to be in the days of our 
grandfathers and grandmothers. The spéaker 
took the ground that the faith spoken of in the 
text was not a faith in personal righteousness, for 
the context showed that the self-righteousness of 
the Pharisee was condemned by tie Savior, and 
yet said the preacher, “I believe in personal 
righteousness; I believe that God loves strong 
righteous character and he is better pleased with 
inen and women who have grown strong and have 
some intrinsic worth, than with those whoare for- 
ever singing, ‘Oh, to be nothing, nothing!’ and 
are ever praying that they are utterly unworthy 
and the vilest sinners; but mere personal rig ht- 
eousness must not be nade the true ground of 
acceptation with God, for we are accepted through 
Christ, in whom alone there is salvation.’’ 

The parable of the unjust judge was brought up 
to show that faith in prayer was¢he kind of faith 
meant by the Savior, and Mr. Williamson made 
quite a distinction between *‘praying’’ and ‘“‘say- 
ing prayers.” 

The third point of the sermon showed that the 
faith which would enable its possessor to forgive 
one who had trespassed, was the @ind 
of faith spoken’ of by Christ. The 
duty of forgiveness was very piain, the 
difticuity of rising to the majesty of the act was 
very great. The philosophy of forgiveness was 
not toavoidthe harm of one against whom we 
might have someenmity, but was especially to pre- 
vent us from carrying in our own bosoms the vipers 
of hate who would sting out our very soul life. To 
have a heart free from every hatred and malice 
was the legitimate possession of every true fol- 
lower of the lowly Nazarene, who in the midst of 
his createst agony and surrounded by every kind 
of vituperation and ignominy, yet cried out: 
“Father, forgive them for they Know not what 
they do.” 

At the conclusion of the sermon a lady presented 
herself for admission to the church. 

At night Mr. Williamson preached a strong ser- 
mon to a large audience on the great subject of 
“Repentance.” 

The Church of the Redeemer. 


The text on which Dr. Sherrill spoke was 
from Psalm CXXX: ‘But in Thee is foryiv- 
eness that Thou mayest be feared.” 

Dr. Sherrill spoke of this as a most unex- 
pected passage in connection with forgiveness. 
If it read: ‘There is forgiveness that men 
may be saved,’’ or “that God may be prais- 
ed,’’ it would not be thought unusual. Lut 
the truth it contains is very important. As 
when carelessness with fire is followed by 
a burn or loss, as wrong dolug brings on up- 
braiding of conscience and punishment of 
the law, so true forgiveness implies a lesson 
that will be salutary, corrective and whole- 
some Dr. Sherrill said that ministers were 
liable to be soft hearted on the side of clem- 
ency, and that the softness often gets higher 
than the heart, so that the doctrine of repent- 
ance and forgiveness was so preached on 
that it often meant license. The tmpression 
is made that any one can do about as they 
ease and be as bad as they were a mind to 
e, that they could throw up their hands, 
(sod would forgive, the sin be forgotten, and 
it was a small matter, The teaching of the 
text is a correction of such impressions. 
Moses repented and was forgiven; David re- 
pented deeply of his sins as he shows in the 
tifty-first Psalm. Jacob and Deter were ex- 
amples, also, and in each ease their experi- 
ence and words show that forgiveness is seri- 
ous as well As glad, and there was with it the 
convietion that uever, never again must that 
sin he repeated. A converted pugilist said 
to the speaker that surrounded with tentpta- 
tions he could not—dared not—go back. No 
one is forgiven until he realizes the sinfulness 
of sin. “Sin no more, lest a worse thing come 
upon thee."’ Read, study, write a sermon on 
“The Prodigal Son- After the Supper,” and 
you will have an illustration on the subject. 

So-long as we keep in view Bethlehem, 
the desert, Gethsemane and Calvary we will 
not belittle sfn or cheapen guilf.. 

It is a solemn thought. If God’s pardon re- 
aquired such a sacrifice, -and awakens fear, 
what must His retribution be?

FROM JAFFA TO JERUSALEM. 


The completion of the railroad from 
Jaffa to (Jerusalem in (Palestine is one of 
the mostinteresting of modern events. Ow- 
ing to several extraordinary circumstances 
Palestine, since the evasion of the Romans 
has been of absorbing interest to a vast 
proportion of the human race, but it has 
withstood all the influences which have 
made other less accessible and less desir- 
able tracts of country productive and com- 
fortable. Not much larger than the state 
of Vermont, it has convulsed Europe more 
than once. Lying in the track of empire, 
it has been repeatedly ground to powder 
by the tramp of invading hordes, and yet 
tMillions have made the pilgrimage) with 
tears of homage to its ruined shrine and 
temples,and risked hter lives to read the 
soiil which is still sacred to scores of pow- 
erful and conflicting sects. Jerusalem lies 
humbled like a beggar in the Syrian sun, 
but myriads of pious souls at the farthest 
limits civilizationturn in fancy to its storied 
stones and streets amd wander reverently 
= in imagination “by cool Siloam’s shady 
rill. 

With all the affection that springs from 
association; with all the historic interest 
that still draws the savant and the saint to 
ground,every foot of of which is legendary; 
with all the rewards of enterprise lying fal- 
low in the plains of Esdraelon and on the 
sunny stones of Olivet and Carmel, the 
world has never, since the Roman emperor 
vanished, been able to break through the 
spell that fell on the country, and that has 
kept it in the same primitive condition of 

overty, indolence and insecurity. There 
8 probably not another tract of land, 
equally familiar to men and equally acces- 
sible, that bas so persistently retained for 
2,000 years its customs, its peculiarties, its 
observances, its faith, its very modes of 
life and labor and its habiliments, in spite 
of the growth of intelligence, the spread of 
practical knowledge and the improvements 
in social and industrial methods all 
round it. 

But now the spell is broken. The men 
who have been spiking down the steel 
rails across the plains of Sharon are the 
audacious pioneers of the new conditions 
The roadbed will undoubtedly be carried

He’S IN JAIL NOW

For Trying to Burn HUimself Out of Jail. 
A Serious Charge. 

Ilenry Stevens is a shrewd negro of ginger- 
cako hue, and hefsinthe Atlanta jail on a 
very grave and serious charge. 

Ho’s in jail for trying to burn his way out 
of jail. 

And unless he proves himself innocent ol 
the charge against him, the consequences wilf 
be fatal to any plans he may have formed for 
the future. 

Stevens is a young negro who, when he gets 
through with his daily labors, likes to havea 
little fun painting the town red. 

He bad a good position at the Atlanta post- 
office, a position which furnished him money 
for good clothes, and a little change to spend 
ainong the boys. 

Last Friday night, his day’s labor done, 
Stevens felt an overcoming desire to paint the 
town a lurid hue. 

The Atlanta policemen are vigilent and 
Recorder Calhoun rigid, and krowing this 
Sievons went out to West End. A few drinks 
ofrye,and Stevens was in an intoxicated 
state. 

It was not long before he fell into the 
clutches of Policeman Luck, and locked up. 
He was charged with being drunk. 

He was the only prisoner in the calaboose, 
and the marshal thought little of the drunken 
negro. 

The story of that negroe’s escape from death 
by burning, has been tefd in The Constitution. 
The calaboose was discovered on fire. The 
marshal dragged stovens out of the room into 
the fresh air, but he was prostrated from the 
effects of the smoka 

The fire was extinguished before entiroly 
comsuming the prison, but tho dumage was 
considerable. 

Saturday afternoon after considering the 
case in all its bearings, Policeinan Luck went 
before Judge Robert L. Rodgers and swore out 
@ warrant, charging Stevens with setting fire 
tothe building. A heartng was had and the 
evidence was such a6 to cause Judge Rodgers 
to commit Stevens to jail, and to fix his bond 
at $500. 

The theory is that Sterens found himself 
locked up, and realized that unless something 
was done he would be unable to go to his work 
at the usual hour the next morning, and would 
lose his positiog. So, the ugarshal’s theory is, 
he set fire to the calaboose to burn bis way out. 
Stevens denies all knowledge of the origin 
of the conflagration, aud declares that he did 
not even know of the fire until the noxt morn- 
ing, when he returned to consciousness, and 
was told of it. 

Ho has hitherto borne a good reputation. 

_ But he’s in jail on the charge of arson, and 
it is no slight charge.

A Patroiman Skot Him Some Deags 
in Self-Defense. 


Another negro has been added to the list

About midnight, om the first night of his 

watch, a big negro appeared and began to 

gather in his arms as much wood as he 

could carry. 

The officer approached him and called 

him to surrender. 

But the negro wae one of those desperate 

kind that are not taken without trouble. 

Muttering on oath, he grabbed a heavy 

stick of wood and drew back to strike the 

oflicer. 

The patrolman was too quick for him, 

and before the negro had time to strike, he 

had drawn his pistol and fired. 

As soon as the policeman fired at him, the 

negro dropped the stick of wood and 

broke off.

Brooklyn,March 6.—(Special.)}—The con-

Dr. Talmage’s subject was the refuge 
offered by the Christian religion to people 
of all ages and every variety of character. 
His text was Ezekiel xvii, 23, “A goodly 
cedar and under it shall dwell all fowl of 
every wing.” 

Tt 
gtauds 6,000 feet above the level of the 
gea. A missionary counted the concentric 
and found one tree 3,500 years 
old—long reoted, broad branches, all the 
year in Jusuriant ft iage. The same 
branches that Deut in the hurricane that 
Davil saw swe Ding over Lebanon, rock 
today over the head of the American 
traveler. This monarch of the forest, 
with its leafy fingers, plucks the honors of 
a thousand years, and sprinkles them upon 
its own upliftal brow, as though some 
great hallelujah of heaven had been planted 
upon Lebanon, und it were rising up with 
all its long-arme: i strengt ch to take hold of 
the hills whence it came. Oh! what a fine 
place for birds to_ nest in! in hot days 
they come thither—the eagle, the dove. 
the swallow, me sparrow and the raven. 
There is to wany of us a complete fascina- 
tion in the struct wre aux habits of birds.

“Good night: we shall meet again on the 
other side of the river.” The next Sabbath 
we buried her. We brought white flowers 
and laid them on the coffin.
